Bin-iiiii fever lialf so njut-li as decayed 
vegetables in the cellar," said one phy- 
sician to auotbur when called in con- 
Bultntiou over a severe case of fever. 


It is a popular notion that the cellar 


bhould be cleaned in the spring clean- 
ing time, but by spring the seeds of 
diw».se and death may have been 
sown, and cleatiing comes too late to 
save the life of some member of the 
family. 


Cleaning the cellar should be a week- 


ly affair, but with the breaking up of 
cold weather greater attention to its 
condition is required. 


Decayed vegetables should not be al- 


lowed to remain one hour, and all 
specked or spotted fruits should be 
removed. 


The cellar should receive a daily air- 


ing. 
This does not mean to leave the 


windows open long encrugh to free/.e 
the vegetables and fruit, but in the se- 
vere cold weather let the windows be 
opened to allow a circulation of fresh 
air and closed quickly. 


Jars, pots and barrels should be thor- 


oughly cleared before putting away, 
and untiring watchfulness should pre- 
side over this portion of the house. 


In the spring the walls should be 


swept down, sprinkled with water and 
a little sulphur be burned in the cellar. 


Upon a pan of ashes, hot or cold, 


place a tablespoonful of sulphur in a 
little heap. Touch a lighted match to 
it and leave it 'to bum. It will slowly 
consume and will kill all unpleasant 
odors and disease germs.—Table Talk.

Cleaning Fnrs. 


Furs dark in color may be cleaned 


first by brushing them well with a 
switch, after hanging over a line, then 
by rubbing well heated cedar or ma- 
hogany sawdust into the fur and 
brushing out again. The best way to 
remove the same after the cleaning is 
done is to put the fur side down on 
feather pillows and beat thoroughly or 
until all dust Is removed. 


If the furs are soiled at neck or 


wrists, they may be cleaned with gaso- 
line—of course in a room or outdoors, 
where no fire is. 


"White furs may be cleaned with hot 


cornineal (white), the same being rub- 
bed into the fur as described above for 
the dark furs with sawdust. Both the 
dark and white furs should be bun: 
outdoors in a shady place after clean- 
ing. 


Magnesia'may also be used for clean- 


ing light colored or white furs. 
It 


should be used in cakes and the cake 
rubbed upon the fur.

Columbus, 0—(Special.)—The leg- 


islature will be asked to pass a law- 
creating a state commission to fix 
rates for street railway, electric light 
and gas corporations, and to renew 
and grant franchises when councils 
and the corporation can not 
agree. 


The proposition has been very gen- 
erally considered, but until a state- 
ment covering the features 
of 
the 


proposed measure was issued, the dis- 
cussions were not to the point. 


It created a surprise here when it 


•was learned that the proposition met 
•with favor from so many of the legis- 
lators, In view of earlier criticisms. 
It is explained now that the criticism 
•was aroused because the features of 
the bill were not known. 


There is no doubt that if the bill 


had been introduced as an anti-cor- 
poration act it would have met with 
the instant favor of everybody except 
corporations, for it compels them to 
make annual statements, which the 
state has been endeavoring to secure. 
And even now the most apparent op- 
position comes from corporations that 
object to this and other points of the 
hill. 


The essential features of the bill are 


as follows: 


"It is provided that there shall be a 


board appointed by the governor, to 
consist of three members with a five- 
year term of office, to be known as the 
board of control of public service cor- 
porations. 
Such corporations 
being 


designated in the act as street rail- 
roads, interurban railroads, artificial 
gas, electric light, heat, power and 
water companies. The salaries of the 
niembers are $6,000 each, and these 
salaries and expenses of the board are 
to be entirely borne by the companies 
subject to the act by equitable assess- 
ment as between different companies. 


The general powers of the board, 


as defined in the act, and which are 
to be exercised subject to various ini- 
tial steps to be taken by municipali- 
ties and county authorities, are: 
First, to regulate the rates of fare and 
other charges; second, subject to the 
act of municipal authorities as pro- 
vided" in the act to authorize the con- 
struction, maintenance, extension and 
operation of plants and systems. 


"Absolute authority is given to this 


hoard to fix rates ol fare and other 
charges to be made by the various 
corporations, and upon application at 
any time from a municipality or a 
corporation affected by the act and up- 
on a public hearing the board is re- 
quired to establish reasonable rates 
of fare and other charges, which the 
company concerned may make until 
other rates of fare and charges are 
established by the board upon similar 
hearing. In fixing the rates of fare 
and charges, the board has full author- 
ity to make complete investigation by 
the summoning of witnesses, etc., and 
is required to take into consideration 
the right of the public to good service 
at reasonable rates, and all such 
other items as the hoard may con- 
sider essential in 
determining 
a 


reasonable rate of fare or charge. 
No attempt is made by the act to ef- 
fect existing contracts between com- 
panies and municipalities or other au-

thereupon application shall be made 
to the municipality (or its conseat.

policing., its expenditure and its sani- 
tation. This virtually creates an ab- 
s(blute system under the direction of 
President Roosevelt, who has an un- 
doubted liking for absolute uowcr. A 
bill for the government of the zone, 
introduced in the House by a New 
York Democrat, proposes quite a.dif- 
ferent plan. 
It proposes a commis- 


sion of twenty members, half of whom 
shall be Democrats, 
and a technical 


board of army and navy officers as 
advisers; provides for lettiug of con- 
tracts by open and public bidding and 
constitutes a United States district 
court with direct appeal to the su- 
preine court as the highest tribunal 
of, the isthmus zone. This bill nroba- 
bly, stands no chance of passing, as it 
is not partisan enough, but it is easy 
tb-see that it is the better bill. Cer- 
taiuly .it has great advantages over 
the; Senate committee bill, which ere- 
stes a,system of partisan absolutism.
